GET THE WEEDS 


Whole-hearted response to the 
request of the Weed Inspectors 
ad. in this week’s paper for peo¬ 
ple to clean up their fields and 
lots and roads of noxious weeds 
should be forth-coming from ev 
ery property owner. The curse 
of Canada Thistle and Perennial 
Sow Thistle throughout the dist 
riot is spreading rapidly and if 
not checked will be the cause of 
the abandonment ot much val¬ 
uable property in the district. 

Many of us think we arc 
doing a great favor to our nei¬ 
ghbor when we take care of our 
own weeds. Probably we are, 
but at the same time, it every 
one does not keep weeds in 
check, every property owner in 
the district suffers. Land loses 
much of its saleable /value if it 
becomes infested with weeds, 
and too, a heavy stand of weeds 
robs the soil of moisture that 
might otherwise be preserved 
for growing crops. 

Give this question youi whole 
hearted support and get your 
neighbor to do the same. In a 
district like ours where rotat¬ 
ion is possible and profitable, we 
should be the freest of weeds of 
any district in Southern Alb¬ 
erta. If we are not, there's a 
reason, and it is to our advant¬ 
age to remove that reason and 
clean up the district.
